Washington, 
Feb. . 20.—Maj.-Gen. 


Otis did not advise the war depart- 
ment Sunday about the situation at 
Manila, but he sent a.list of ten casual- 
ties, no.t previously reported, resulting 
from the several actions in the. vicin- 
ity of Manila during the past week: 
While the department has not been 
fully informed by Gen; Otis as to his 
plans, it is supposed here that he is 
waiting until the scattered:, remnants 
of Aguinaldo's array—a-r^^fc)rganized, 
so that another telling iSpw can be 
struck by the Americans. 


It is realized here that Gen. Otis has 


not enough, men. to engage in a gen- 
eral campaign with .the object of hunt- 
ing down the. Filipinos and crushing 
the uprising, but it is'expected that as 
soon as' the 're-enforcements now on 
their way to him reach Manilaxhe will 
begin aggressive operations, extending 
many miles beyond the capital. More 
than 5,000 regular 'troops' are on the 
way to Manila,, thus giving Gen. Otis 
an effective force of about 25,000. 


He has informed the war depart- 


ment that if these troops were at Ma- 
nila he. could crush the insurrection 
or effectually prevent any further re- 
sistance to .American authority. 
It 


may be anticipated, therefore, that 
Gen. Otis will resume operations about 
March 15, with the expectation of put- 
ting an end to the outbreak early in 
April. These operations extend only 
to the island of Luzon, but no great 
amount of trouble is likely, to.'occur, 
according to the opinion held here, in 
the other islands.

Delta, Herr. Cladling, who. is in com- 
mand of .the expedition

Sweden to search for Andree, gives an 
account of some extremely interesting 
observations on the age'of the river 
Lena, tee says that, having followed 
the river Bulkur, a tributary of the 
•Lena, to a height o£ 250 meters (820 
leet), to a fertile. slope, he was sur- 
prised to find: in the bed of a rivulet 
emptying itself into the Bulkur, a log 
of. ancient drift wood. . Further inves- 
tigation showed that masses of drift 


. -wood were deposited there. 
A storm 


prevented extended., observation.'. 'He 
returned subsequently, and on exam- 
ining a.cascade formed by the rivulet 
•he noticed certain peculiarities, of the 
ravine, cut by the water. "On. closer 
examination I found to my astonish- 
ment that the layer underneath this 
Burface soil, the: thickness of .which 


.'• varied between 3 feet and 4% feet, con- 


Bisted of pure ice, having a dark blue 
color, like steel, with no marks of 
strata or corny masses, which charac- 
terize, tie ice in glaciers (e.g on Spits- 
bergen). The thickness of this layer 
of Ice I' was not able1 to ascertain fur- 
ther than the depth of nine feet. In 
the layer of earth above this ice, which 
I .later on observed on several spots 
in.this place, the drift -wood was buried 


• in large quantities, evidently deposited 
toy the river -Lena in those remote 
times.when it flowed more than 200 
meters (650 ' feet) above the,, present 
bed.

' On being asked it he believed that 
the cause of bimetallism was improv- 
ing he said: 


"There are 'as many believers in bimet- 


allism to-day«in the United 'States as 
there ever were, and all these doubtless 
are now convinced that the only way to 
accomplish bimetallism is through the ac- 
tion oC the democratic party. The great 
effort 
to stop the 
fall of 
prices— the 


shrinking of- values— and to relieve the 
distress of 'business resulting from these 
great evils, without doing injustice or in- 
jury' to any class or business, is being 
niore and more understood, and temper- 
ate arguments and appeals for simple 
justice, when,- the' people have time.. to 
fairly weigh the arguments and form a 
deliberate judgment, must succeed. 


"There was great unrest and dissatis- 


faction in 1S9C throughout the .co-untry. 
resulting from falling prices and. shrink- 
ing values. The republican party prom- 
ised that if they were entrusted with 
power, all this would" be changed, and 
that prosperity should succeed existing 
conditions. 
Has this proved true? 
A 
great famine and a short crop of wheat

very nature of things, temporary, and -all 
of. us know that they must pass away 
with 
the end. of the conditions which 
brought them into life. Making due al- 
lowance for the influence of these threo 
causes, on the present condition of the 
country, there is to-day as much dissat- 
isfaction and as much cause for it as 
there was in 1S9C. 
A condition of con- 
stantly falling general prices is every- 
where recognized as a. condition of dis- 
tress and hard times,, and speculation 
excitement 
in Wall street 
does 
not 


change this. 
We believe that a small 


volume of money .'forces prices down, 
hence we have urged the coinage of our 
silver as well as 'of our gold— not only to 
check this grinding fall in prices, but to 
promote steadily advancing prices." 


"Then you think that, the Chicago 


platform is gaining ground?" 


- "-I most certainly do. In 'the elections 
of last year the principles of that plat- 
form were not the leading and exclusive 
issues in a'll 
sections of the country. 
These were partially obscured in many 
states and districts. The question of -bi- 
metallism, the republican effort to retire 
the greenbacks and to confer upon the 
national banks • the absolute control of 
the volume of paper 
money, were. In 


many sections, for the time being lost 
sight of in the excitement of the war. and- 
its resulting questions; and in others 
they were sidetracked by effects to sub- 
stitute local issues in their stead. 
The 


result was a great loss of interest 'and a 
large falling off in the vote, with appatr 
enfly unfavorable results to the demo- 
cratic party. 
In Colorado, where na- 


tional issues were 'at the front and domi- 
naii't, the interest in the election was in- 
tense. the vote large and our majority 
overwhelming. :n siates. where it was, 
stated., whether truly or not, that- there 
was an 
intention on the part of the 


democratic managers to sidetrack the 
great issue, with the purpose of .ulti- 
mately bringing the party i n - national 
convention back to the practice of shuf- 
fling and evas'ion, so long persisted In by 
both political parties, the interest was 
not great, the vote was not full, and the 
results were not conclusive.

There are said to b£ 30,000 Ameri- 


cans in London; not counting Colonel 
Gouraud. There is no danger of the 
census-taker overlooking the -colonel, 
however, for this doughty warrior, who 
claims to have been at one time a 
member of General Sherman's staff, 
has 'been so very much .in evidence the 
last few months that the unsuspecting 
Britons have come to look upon him as 
the "whole thing" where Americans 
are concerned.

Was there a public function of any 


sort at -which it was possible to secure 
a'dmission in the name of America, 
Colonel Gouraud wa's there to reflect 
glory on his country and lend to the 
occasion -the sunshine of his presence. 
True, the colonel may not have been 
invited, -but what does that signify to 
a "pushful"' American citizen? 
The 


omission probably was due to igno- 
rance on the part of our British cous- 
ins of the entertaining qualities of one 
of Uncle Sam's subjects who was so- 
journing "in their midst," ;so to speak 
—an ignorance which was entirely in- 
excusable and the 'quicker dispelled .the 
better.

And so it has come to pass that Col- 


COL. GOURATJD. 


onel Gourauij is known all over Lon- 
don—indeed, the days are few when he 
does not claim attention on some sub- 
ject or other Jt is not known just when 
the colonel arrived in the British me- 
tropolis—it seems strange, in view o£ 
his present notoriety, that his coming 
could have', been entirely unheral'ded. 
But Ije found the city a. very inviting 
field for his peculiar talents. .He first 
burst :upon the public view last Octo- 
ber at the time of the arrival of Gen- 
eral Kitchener from Egypt. 
The gen- 


eral was to land first at Dover, and 
great preparations were being made by 
the English, to welcome, the hero of 
Om-durman. If .there is any occasion 
where Colonel Gouraud is thoroughly 
at home it is in welcoming. a hero, 
and he threw himself into his sel£-im- 
posed task of helping along the pre- 
parations with all the an>or of his im- 
pulsive nature. Being an American, he 
decided to represent this country in 
what'he should do, and thus, by creat- 
ing a good. feeling, render more'easy 
of consummation the Anglo-American 
alliance of. which much was heard at 
t h e time.

Col. Gourand was not long in discov- 


ering that Henry White,, who has been 
acting as: the head of the American 
enrbassy since the resignation of John 
.Hay, had not been invited to go to 
Dover to help receive the sirdar. Here 
•was a chance to distinguish himself 
and do his country a good turn at 
the same time. He would invite the 
acting American-minister to go to Do- 
ver with him in a special car and see 
the show. ' The happy thought was 
put into action at once and-, the invi- 
tation was sent and accepted by Mr. 
White. Thus far the .scheme worked 
splendidly. But how was he to get an 
Invitation for Mr. White and how se- 
cure a special car? He.had neither 
the one. nor the other. 
Most men 


would have declined to entangle them- 
selves in such a predicament, but Col- 
onel Gouraud is not a man to .be stop- 
ped by trifle. . Telegraphing to the 
mayor of Dover in. the name of the 
American embassy he requested invita- 
tions and got them by .return wire. The 
special car .was secured in a like "en- 
terprising" way and when the day of 
departure came the fascinating colonel

and -party with all the bonhomie ol a 
prince. ; . .

With so fascinating a companion as 


the colonel the trip to 
Dover was 


ijuickly made.On arrival there the col- 
onel immediately set about seeing if 
Lhe arrangements were satisfactory and 
making such 
suggestions here and 


there as naturally 'would occur to one 
of his wide experience in managing big 
affairs.

At last the sirdar who. smashed the 


khalifa arrived, amidst th.e plaudits of 
•thousands of his countrymen, the play- 
ing of bands and the waving of flags. 
As the popular idol walked down the 
gangplank with martial, mien .where 
was Colonel Gouraud,. who had done so 
.much to -inake the' occasion the suc- 
cess it was? In some way, owing to 
the dense crowd, the colonel found 
himself pushed right to the front and 
even 'ahead, of the city officials, who 
stood waiting to receive the -general as 
soon as lie should; step on English soil. 


The colonel is too much of a man of 


the world not to be able to accommo- 
date himself to varying situations and 
accordingly as the eminent military 
leader •reached the wharf, his -hand :was 
warmly -"grasped by Colonel Gourau* 


who .welcomed', him- no: only-In the 
name of -England, but in that of Ameri- 
ca as well:. As soon as General Kitch- 
ener could be induced to relinquish his 
hand,'Colonel Gouraud handed him on 
to the British officials and -the wel-co-me 
at once 'became general. 
From the 


pleasing glances which the sirdar was 
seen to give the genial American oc- 
casionally it was apparent that he had 
been .greatfly charmed by. the latter's 
warm-heartedness. 
- The presence' of 


the kinetoscope was the only drawback 
to the occasion. That beastly contriv- 
ance .took the pictures just when Col- 
onel Gouraud was. the most conspicu- 
ous figure in the group, and as the .pic- 
tures have been exhibited in all the 
London music halls the prominence 
given the colonel has been quite annoy- 
ing to him.

Though Colonel Gouraud -had a de- 


lightful time, Md.White was*iiot equal- 
ly fortunate! indeed, it is said, he asr 
cer-tained while in Dover how his in- 
vitations had 'been procured and when 
the party reached London Mr. White 
informed his host that henceforth their 
paths lay in different directions for- 
evevmore. 
- 


'However, London being a rather 


large place, Colonel Gouraud did not 
feel called upon to move and contin- 
ued, to prosecute his efforts to further 
the good feeling between Great Britain 
and America. When subscriptions were 
invited for. the purpose of founding an 
English college at Khartoum Colonel 
Gouraud was one of the first to come 
to the, front.- In the name of America 
he stood guarantor 
for '$5,000 . with 


which to found a chair of science and 
at once issued flaming circulars, re- 
questing contributions to the fund.. It 
looks now'as if the colonel will have 
to. do SOIDO lively "hustling" to raise 
the sum. 


Colonel Gouraud's most recent bid 


for. attention .was in the shape of an 
appeal for money -for the Englishmen 
Who enlisted-in 
the 
United 
States 


army, helped to defeat Spain and were 
afterward discharged. 


The 
d-astiing colonel's pyrotechnic 


career, however, seems destined to be 
cut short. The American society of 
London has issued a letter to the edi- 
tors of the various papers in that city 
slating-that. Colonel Gouraud has no 
authority to speak for anyone but him- 
selt. This probably will have the ef- 
fect of forcing the colonel to take a 
much-needed rest. 


American army, officials say that 


"Colonel" George .E.-Gouraud, who is 
posing in European court circles as a 
representative of. the military estab- 
lishment of this country, is a harmless 
notoriety-seeking crank.He was a gal- 
lant, soldier during the civil war, and 
was awarded a- medal of honor for he- 
roism in the field. He was a volun- 
teer and was mustered put of the serv- 
ice in 1865. The highest'rank he ever 
attained was that of captain, and aid- 
de-camp on the staff of Major General 
J. G. Poster. He claims that he wus 
at one lime -Sherman's chief of. artil- 
lery, but this claim is not true. He 
received brevets as major and lieu- 
tenant colonel after the war, and he 
now calls himself a colonel. He was 
never attached to the regular army. 
He created a sensation in. this country 
a little more than two years ago by 
kissing the hand o£ Li Hung Chang at 
Niagara Falls'.

• ty,. as this was -in direct line with the 
project of the

'•'lake., possession of the rich valley of 
lhe Mississippi and the prairies of the 
rest. ': He. was met with opposition in 
his .colonization scheme by the priests 
It Bourbonnais and by Rev. Mr. Lebel 
of Chicago. • Several of the prominent 
-residents- of. the'village offered to -as- 
Bist Chiniq'uy in selecting a site for 
his colony and, with them, he. started 
to select the highest point of land In 
:niinois for his-first town, in order to 
secure the purest air and water for 
the new immigrants. He finally ibeat- 
sd the village of St Anne, naming It 
thus: -after the .famous St. Anne de 
B«auT>re in Canada 
Within ten 


after the location.'had' b'eSn made fifty 
families planted" 'their .'-'tents.-.''about 
Shiniquy's. 
The hardships of the, col- 


ony during that 'winter were terrible, 
.ta.i most of the colonists -were with- 
'out money and -Insufficiently provided 
with clothing to protect them from 
the rigors of tlie _ season. 
Ohlniquy 


and two. of the members of the camp, 
used to kill every, day sufficient wild 
?ame to feed the people. The colony 
worked in harmony,- and by the open- 
Ing of spring over forty small log huts 
bad 'been erected, together .with a 
rhurch 
building - about 
forty, feet 


square. "'At this time the -colonynum- 
bered more than 100(families, and.there 
were more than 500 adults. 


Notwithstanding 
opposition, " over 


?,000 immigrants came from Prance, 
Belgium', and Canada during 1853. Tho 
pr(lestvat; Bourbonnais had .'been dis- 
missed and Chiniqir1- was given charge 
'of :the church at that place in addition 
loihis charge at St. Anne. .This priest 
located just across the Illinois .line in 
Indiana, and began proselyting.

•>'Reagan was _•• appointed ' bishop of 
Chicago. 
On.one occasion the bishop 


sited- .St. Anne , to confirm :a large 
at=s and, seeing a fine house in pro- 
s.T of erection, 
inquired . who the 


•vwfler was.,, -Chiniquy. said it was his, 
uncl the bishop demanded' it, as the 
laws of the-church denied the owner-, 
ship of property by .priests. In 1857 he 
was excomnHinioated.; ; Such : was .his 
liifluence over his -'people.'.that out of 
ever 400 families-residing near the vil- 
'age of.St. Anne all hut Jlfteen, follow- 
»d him .out .of the church and joined', 
the Presbyterian church. 
On April 15; 


I860, "the presbytery of Chicago ad- 
lourned their meeting In- Chicago to 
St. Anne, when Chiniquy presented 
them with a class of nearly 2,000 con- 
certs, who were received into.full com- 
munion oC the church. 
This action 


was soon followed by the establish- 
ment of missions in the French-Can- 
idlan settlements at .Kankakee,. Auro- 
ra, "Watseka, Momence, Manteno, and 
many other .points.. Some of 
these 


Missions have sines', died, hut a. few 
javo grown. 
In 1S54 he was sued for 


llander iri:the circuit court of Kanka- 
tee county. 
A change -of venue was 


aken to Champaign county, and.large- 
'y. through the skillful pleadings of 
tx-Prcsident Lincoln, Chiniquy waa 
sleared. .
